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Israeli  Law 

If  life  in  Israel  is  not  complicated  enough, 
the  legal  system  is  somewhat  confusing  to 
those  of  us  used  to  our  system  of  justice. 

In  its  first  years  of  sovereignty  the  Knesset 
took  over  the  existing  mandatory  laws  which 
had  been  a  fusion  of  British  Colonial  and 
Turkish  laws.  Successive  Knessets  reduced 
that  influence  and  there  is  an  ever-growing 
number  of  precedents  at  the  disposal  of  judges. 

As  far  as  Jewish  law  is  concerned,  each 
draft  law  is  scrutinized  by  the  Jewish  Law 
Department  of  the  Ministry  of  Justice  and 
where  possible  adapted  to  the  standards  of 
halacha.  Israeli  lawyers  study  some  Jewish 
law  as  part  of  their  legal  training,  but  if  they 
wish  to  appear  before  a  Bet  Din  (Religious 
Court)  which  functions  in  various  cities  and 
towns,  they  must  deepen  their  knowledge  in 
order  to  plead  before  the  religious  judges 
(dayanim)  who  rule  according  to  halacha. 

Of  course,  this  brief  summary  only  begins 
to  summarize  the  difficulties  of  a  fascinating 
development.  It  may  not  be  generally  known 
that  Jordanian  law  still  pertains  in  Judea  and 
Samaria,  Syrian  law  in  the  Golan  Heights  and 
Egyptian  law  in  the  Gaza  district. 

I  have  the  utmost  confidence  that  the  law¬ 
yers  in  Israel  can  handle  every  contingency. 
Some  years  ago  I  wandered  into  a  courtroom 
in  Jerusalem  in  which  a  civil  matter  was  under 
consideration.  The  witness  could  only  speak 
German,  but  an  interpreter  was  present.  The 
judge  said,  “Everyone  here  understands  Ger¬ 
man.  We  do  not  need  a  translator.”  The  case 
continued  in  German!  Only  in  Israel....
